Amfterdam, April 14. General Heifter, who com- 
mands the German Army in Hungary, continually 
follicits the Imperial Court for more Troops, to re- 
duce the Malecontents by Force: Whereupon fome 
Minifters have made new Remonftrances to his Im- 
perial Majefty, thewing the little Effe& that Method 
had produc’d hitherto ; and of what Importance it is 
to him to employ at leatt all his Troops that are not 
already in Hungary, in Italy and Germany. And 
they write from Vienna, that his Imperial Majefty 
has had Regard to thefe Remonftrances, and that he 
is betrer difpos’d than formerly to grant favourable 
Conditions to the Maleconicnts, in Order to put 
an End to the Troubles of that ingdom. 

Fhe lJaft Advices from Saxony of the 8th of 
this Month, teil us, the King of Sweden con- 
tinues in his Quarters at Rawicz. His faid Ma- 
jetty lately caus’d the Saxon Prifoners, that were 
agreed to be exchang’d again® soo Swedes, to be 
cloath’d and remounted befar, tha: Exchange was 
executed ; upon.Advice that the King of Poland had 
don. the like by the Swedes, The Officers were 
treated befides, and a.Compliment was fent by them 
to the King their Mafter. The Swedifi Officers 
raife a great many Men in Silefia ; fo that their Re- 
giments both of Horfe aad Foot will foon be com. 
pleat. The Troops they expect from Bremen, Scho- 
nen, and Pomerana, are to be employ’d in Livonia 
and Lithuania ; but ‘tis talk’d that moft of their Ve- 
teran Troops are to continue on the Frontier of 
Luface. The laft Letters from Ruffia fay, the Turks 
had exprefs’d fome Difcontent, at the Republick of 
Poland’s having concluded an Alliance with the 
Czar ; apprehending leaft the good Underftanding 
between them might tend to the Prejudice of the 
Port. But twas hop’d they would foon be fatisfied 
thereupon, by an Envoy extraordinary that is to be 
fent to them. 


They write from Switzerland,that a great Number

So that only 
Captain [Bauman of that Cémpany, and abour 
30 Soldicis fav’d themfelves in a Convent ; three 
other Soldiers that were pofted as Centinels being 
kill'd, and 60 made Prifoners, as were alfo the Lieu- 
tenant and Enfign of the Company. After which the 
Enemy took their Way back towards Luxemburg 
with their Prifoners, fearing to be cut off by a Party 
of the Garrifon of Bon. Mean rime Captain Bau- 
man is cenfur'd feverely, for fuffering himfelf to ; be 
furpriz’d in fuch a Manner ; and fome think he will 
be tried for it ; tho’ he imputes his Misfortune to 7 
or 8 Soldiers, who had before deferted, and ‘in- 
form’d the Party-Leader la Croix, of the Condition 
of Bruel. sel
